Wire company, a subsidiary of the 
United States Steel Corporation, bat- 
tled for an hour last night, one man 
being killed and 12 persons injured. 
sexeral fatalH. 


All the wounded, except two Deputy 


Sheriffs and a policeman, were spec- 
tators. Xot a striker was injured as 
far as can be learned 


Among the injured are several wo- 


men and a six-momhs-o!d child. 


The deputy sheriffs 
and striker? 


collided on Hawkins avenue, one of 
the principal streets of Rankin Bor- 
ough, which adjoins this city. 
The 


county officers, armed with revolvers 
and rifles, and the strikers, armed 
with revolvers and stones, battled for 
an hour within an area of two street 
squares. 


The rioting and 
shooting ended 


when the deputy sheriffs 
retreated 


within the fences of the mill. 


The dead man, George Kozley, was 


shot twice in. the stomach. 


The injured: 
Fritz Beck, shot in left arm. 
Mrs. John Seblan. shot in left arm 
Richard Parish, shot in left leg. 
Annie Leha, shot in stomach. 
Walter Barnett, chief of police of

Two deputy sheriffs were shot in 


the back and two unidentified negroes 
received bullets in their legs 


Rankin, the scene of the riot, is al- 


most directly across the Monongahela 
river from Homestead.

great steel riots of 1S92 occurred Tht 
trouble last night was the first serious 
mill riot since that time. 


The strikers, numbering HOO. held a 


meeting late yesterdaj in a public hali 
to consider the situation. When thej 
left the hall they posed for a news- 
paper picture, and then, separating in- 
to small groups, walked down Haw- 
kins avenue.

"It is now war to the 
knife," Mrs. Drummond 
told the 
magistrate today. 


London. 
Jan. 29.—As a protest 
against the withdrawal of the fran- 
chise bill by the goveinment, 
the 


suffragists resumed 
their militant 


tactics last night. In several caae» 
the women were roughly handled by 
rowds of young- men. 
An attempt 


:o duck four of them in the fountain 
in Trafalgar Square was frustrated 
ay a police posse, which had to ride 
through the crowd. 


While a deputation, which 
the 


chancellor of the exchequer, David 
Lloyd George, has refused to sew 
until today, was trying to force it* 
way into parliament against an or- 
erwhelming force of police and the 
members were being placed under ar- 
rest for resisting the officers, other 
bands of women went 
through 


Whitehall, breaking windows of the 
government 
offices 
and 
through 


Cockspur street, where 
the great 


plate glass windows in the establish- 
ments of shipping companies were 
ruthlessly smashed. 


The women also visited 
Oxford. 


Regent and othher streets in 
the 


hopping 
district, 
-where similar 


damage was done. Later, mail box- 
es were attached, quantities of liquid 
being poured into them. 


In the outlying suburbs, too, 
the 


suffragists tt^k steps to h-ing 
the 


cause before the public by damaging 
property. 


Twenty-one women were arrested 


in the vicinity of the 
parliament 


building, but were allowed to go on 
bail after the house rose. Most ot 
and police stations had one or more 
prisoners charged with 
destroying 


property. 


The demonstration 
in Whitehall 
was not as large as some of thoae 
previously held, the force of police 
and a 
drenching 
rain militating 


against any great turnout. The wild- 
est excitement 
prevailed, however, 


and besides protecting property and 
arresting women engaged in window 
smashing or who refused to move on 
when ordered, the police had 
the 
greatest difficulty 
^n protecting the 


women from 
an unruly crowd of 


youths who gathered and hustled er- 
ery woman wearing the 
suffragist 
colors. 


The entire deputation of 21 wo- 


men who attempted to make their 
way into the house of commons to 
interview Chancellor 
Lloyd-George,
